GRAIN PROBE COMMISSION 


Saskatoon, June 11.—The royal 
commission to inquire into the grain 
trade will hold its first public hearing 
on June 25 in Edmonton at 10 a. m. 
At a meeting held at the University 
here on Saturday afternoon the com- 
missioners fixed that time and place 
for the start of their investigation. 
They also mapped out.a tentative itin- 
erary, on which the general principle 
is that the evidence of producers will 
be heard first. From Edmonton they 
will go to Calgary and thence to Leth- 
bridge, sitting at several country 
points ,in the vicinity of each city. 
Three weeks will be spent in Alberta, 
the exact arrangement of the route 
having been left in the hands of R.
